Quick action to prevent any de-
lays in providing ~“education or
training for “veterans under- the
new Korean GL Bill was taken by
Carl R. Gfay, Jr., Administrator
of Veterans Administration,

Mr, Gray announced he has for-
mally requested the nation's 48
State governors to appoint agen-
cies within their States to handle
approval of schools and business
establishments for training eli-
gible veterans.

The new law specifies that
pchools and training establisn-
ments must have' State approval
before they may offer training to
veterans who served since the out-
preak of Koredn hostilities. This
requirement also was a part of
the original GI Bill for World
War II veterans.

Mr, Gray requested ‘early re-
ceipt”’ of the lists of State approv-
ing agencies, so that the Veter-
ans Administration can start
handling veterans’ applications be-
fore August 20-—-the date the new
training program goes into ef-
fect.

The Governors were reminded
that the law allows VA to reim-
burse State approving agencies|,
“for reasonable and necessary ex-
penses of salary and travel in-
curred in rendering necessary
pervices under this Act.” Once an
approving agency is appointed, he
said, it will be sent a ¢ontract
proposal for reimbursement of ex-
penses,

The new Korean GI Bill pro-
vides up to 36 months of training
to veterans who were on active
duty on or after June 27, 1950—
the date of the outbreak of fight-
ing in Korea—regardless of where
they served. While in training,
they may receive an allowance
from the Government to cover
part of their expenses.

No allewances may be paid for
any training taken prior to Au-
gust 20, 'the law states.
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THE SHOE FITS

Many conditions causing pain-
ful feet can be attributed to im-
properly fitting shoes, Women
especially are more attentive to
the neat, trim shoe that suggests
daintiness or smartness than they
are to the foot inside the shoe,

Little is ever done to prevent
foot pains until corns, callouses
or bunions become intensely un-
comfortable, then the victim is
inclined to take stock and seek
a remedy. Most times the shoe
that fits properly solves the prob-
lem,

For persons who stand long
hours, the situation is different.
They are likely to have pain be-
cause of the continuous strain
on the arches. In such eases the
pain is the result of rigidty of
the tissues and of spasm of the
muscles in their effort to over-
come the strain.

Rest in bed would relieve the
pain caused by standing continu-
ously. In many instances this is
an economic impossibility; there-
fore, proper padding of the shoes
to change the strains may be
specialist.

Posture plays an important
part in the care of the feet since
the body’'s weight is supported by
them. BStanding with the feet
pointing outward instead of for-
ward causes undue strain on the
ligaments connecting the foot
bones, especially on the inner side
of the long arches.

To aid circulation in the feet
and thus relieve pain at night
which frequently is the case, the
contrast bath is recommended,
Two large pails to accommodate
both feet are used, one holding hot
water and the other e¢old water.
Both feet should be placed in the
farm water for one minute, then’
in the cold water for one minute
This procedure should be followed
for ten minutes. Massage and ex-
ercise are also helpful,

It should be rememt-“ed that
all foot pains aré mot .caused by
external factors. Arthritis fre-
quently causes pains especially in
older persons. Disturbanee~ of the
eirculation, infection in ti ° teeth
and nasal sinuses may éau - pain,
